There has been a misunderstanding 
about the value of go!^, stated Pro- 
fessor LeacQck. At tha mint In tho 
United States, for example a one dol- 
lar piece Is certified to. conta,ln 28.23 
grains of gold. But this act of 
stamping ti>«<c6tn does not give it a, 
definite valUe; It merely certifies, the

"The enforcement of strict educa- 
tion, tho, high standard of -Its^ phil- 
osophy, and the preservation of Its 
literature hre the' three main factors 
that have 'made China, an unconquer 
able empire throughout Its history," 
stated Dr. Klang Kang-Hu, head of 
the Department of Clilnese Studies, 
In a lecture at the Mechanics' Instl 
tuie last night; 

In the whole course of Its- existence, 
China developed Into a. large empire 
not' by conquest, but by 'ihelngï.con 
,queréd. This is not as strange as it 
firai^'seicms, said Dr. Klong; aa each 
nation conquered China it brought its 
property to tho conquered land, and 
was swallowed up by the sturdy race, 
by , fiiisiml latioH.'- and'. Intermarriage,. 
Loc«r Governments Strong 

This is due to the' ilmisual .^attitude 
taken by the Chinese as a' wholei' Each 
clean lived in Its' dNVft vlllogi^pe^^ead 
of the fanally belng>.the' j^fof^the 
village; somo.of "tho; vlUat^^hayp 'as 
many as ten thbuiànd' inhabitants, 
each a member ot- dn|e,of two;Or three 
clans.

Liszt, composer, and pianist extraordinary. In 
a letter to George Sand later ppbllshed In the 
Gazette Musicale, mentioned the • Incident, adding 
that many declared "the presumption of M. Plxis 
In presenttne'^Hls work before an audience that 
had jiist listened to One of Beetiioven's -master- 
pieces, downright.' impepfclnenoe." Continuing to 
flay the public, Liszt admits that ho gave several 
concerts devoted to ' Beethoven duets, . trios, and 
quintets, certain of beinç thought , tiresome, and 
èqually certain that no oiie would have the temer- 
ity to comiiltiln.

Education in China is by no means 
general, stated Dr. Kiang; however, 
any member of any class from tho 
peasant to the. mandarin is eligible 
for education. A aeries oC three ex- 
aminations must be^ passed before one 
càn enter the Mandarin class. Exam- 
inations are held 'every three years, 
and out of ten thousand candidates, 
an average of from two to three hun 
dred tass". Not ohly are the students 
examined regulMly, ijut the Instruc 
tors and examiners ar« questioned 
every three years to prove th«lr, com- 
petence. 

System ilmportant 

Tho Importance ot such a system is 
clearly seen. Although new nations 
may conquer the national Iiead-

Unuously produce well-educated and 
cultured people.
